In  a special  meeting  of  stu- 
dent leaders  Monday  night  Pres- 
ident Ernest  L.  Wilkinson  pre- 
sented a plan  for  Y Day  activi- 
ties to  expand  into  the  commun- 
ity of  Provo  as  a good  will  move 
on  the  part  of  Brigham  Young 
University. 

“Y  Day  has  never  enlarged  it- 
self along  with  the  growth  of 
the  university,”  said  President 
Wilkinson,  who  envisions  8,000 
students  participating  in  a gen- 
eral cleanup  of  the  campus  and 
the  entire  city. 

Community  Plea 

‘‘This  is  a simple  plea  that  we 
make  an  all  out  effort  to  make 
this  also  a community  day.”  Wil- 
kinson went  on  to  term  it  “a 
great  community  project  and 
said  it  would  be  a sign  of  ‘‘great- 
er cooperation  on  the  part  of  the 
university  with  the  city.” 

Attending  the  meeting  were 
Mayor  Harold  E.  Van  Wagenen 
of  Provo,  Robert  Halliday, 
Chamber  of  Commerce,  bishop- 
ric members  of  BYU’s  17  wards, 
representatives  of  the  adminis- 
tration and  studentbody.

Studentbody  President  Mon- 
roe McKay  added,  “the  student- 
body  will  do  the  job — they’ve 
never  let  us  down  before.”

This, 
according  to  Rod  Fye,  IOC  pres 
ident,  eliminates  trying  in  IOC 
court  units  that  have  already 
acknowledged  guilt  to  charges 
placed  against  them. 

Constitution  Recognized 
nl  further  commentary  the 
chief  justice  stated  “although  the

The  punishments  levied  ag- 
ainst guilty  social  units  are:  Al- 
cyone, no  activities  until  May 
6;  Athenians,  no  activities  until 
May  20;  Brigadier,  case  dismiss- 
ed on  extenuating  circumstanc- 
es; Cami  Los,  no  activities  until 
May  20;  Nautilus,  no  activities 
until  May  20;  Tausig,  with  the 
exception  of  the  dinner  dance 
and  Bricker  week,  no  activities 
until  May  20,  and  Vikings,  case 
dismissed  under  extenuating  cir- 
cumstances. 

Activities  incclude  parties  and 
dances,  but  no  unit  will  be  for- 
bidden to  participate  in  “Y’ 
day.

It  has  been  said  by  certain  sports  writers,  “If 
you  were  casting  a mountain  movie,  Hal  Kopp 
would  get  the  role  of  a character  striding  down 
the  trail  with  a squirrel  gun  in  the  crook  of  his 
arm  . . . flinty-eyed  and  full  of  purpose.” 

Prior  to  coming  to  BYU  Kopp  coached  at 
six  universities,  the  latter  four  years  at 
Rhode  Island  where  he  compiled  an  impress- 
ive record  of  25-5-2. 

Kopp  was  graduated  from  Western  Mary- 
land in  1933  where  he  earned  letters  in  football, 
baseball,  and  basketball.  He  began  his  coach- 
ing career  at  Northwestern  University  in  1937 
as  line  coach.  From  1940  to  1942  he  coached 
varsity  line  at  Brown,  then  served  four  years  in 
the  Army  infantry  in  England,  Scotland  and 
Afrioa  during  World  War  II.
